Poinsettias and Jerusalem cher- 
ries are all right, but I’d like 
something a little bit different 
and something that has a few 
more possibilities. | Kolanchoe 
is a pot plant that is so darned 
new that it doesn’t even have 
a common name, and when it 
comes to a house plant it ’s just 
about as good as they come.

The prevention of scarlet fev- 
er today resents not upon isols- 
tion and quarantine methods 
but upon the immunization of 
those children who are suscep- 
tible. The baby is born with a 
protection inherited from .the 
mother, but rapidly loses this 
by the end of six months. © As 


years elapse and the child comes} 


in contact with many~ persons 
in the community, it gradually 
builds up a specific resistence 
to the disease, this being eéc- 
quired usually from exposure to 
persons who are carrying the 
germs. Thus, the child is being 
gradually immunized by contact 


‘| with the germs of scarlet fever. 


In many cases, however, the ex- 
posure is great enough so hifat, 
rather than being gradually im- 
munized, it develops a frank 
attack of scarlet fever.  Arti- 
ficial immunization againat scar- 
let fever aims to build up this 
resistance in a safe manner 
without runinng any risk of 
contracting the disease. This is 
accomplished” through methods 
very comparable to those that 
have been used 80 effectively in 
immunization. against diphtheria. 

The Dick test is a means’ of 
determining whether or not the 
child is susceptible to scarlet 
fever. It thus does for. scariet 
fever what the Schick test does 
for diphtheria. It is made the 
same way, through an injection 
of a drop of steril fluid into the 
skin of the forearm. If there -is 
an area of redness around the 
site of the injection, it indicates 
that the child is susceptible to 
the disease. At least 50 per cent 
of the children under the age 
of twelve are susceptible, and, 
in some of the residential areas 
where there is a minimum of 
crowding this may run as high 
as 70 to 80 per cent. For the 
same reason, the susceptibility 
is higher in rural] areas than in 
cities. 

The Dick test is, apparently, 
just as reliable a means of indi- 
cating susceptibility to scarlet 
fever as is the Schick test for 
diphtheria. Thus, in a study of 
the nurses’ training schools in|s 
Massachusetts it was found that 
only seven-tenths of a per cent 
of the nurses who had a nega- 
tive Dick test contracted scarlet 
fever during their training 
course, whereas 13 per cent of 
those with a positive Dick test 
who were thus shown to be sus- 
yceptible, contracted the disease 
if they were not subsequently 
immunized. 

The method of immunizing de- 


veloped by the Dicks in Chicago }. 


requires five injections at inter- 
vals of a week. About 90 to 95 
per cent of those children ‘sus- 
ceptible to scarlet fever who are 
so immunized are made immune 
by these injections. The same 
stady of nurses in Massachusetts 
showed that, whereas 13 per 
cent of the nin-immunized sus- 
ceptible nurses contracted the 
disease, less than 1 per cent of 
those who were susceptible, but 
later immunized, were so infect- 
ed. These data confirm the find 
ings in other parts of the coun- 
try.and ix other countries that, 
through the Dick injections, a 
child can be effectively protect- 
ed against scarlet fever. 

The only reason that scarlet 
fever immunization has not been 
as popular as diphtheria immun- 
ization is that the reactions to 
the dnjections are frequently 
more severe tham to the diph- 
theria injections. This does not 
mean that the reactions have 
ever been serious or dangerous, 
for among the thousands of 
children so injected there has 
never been reported any  evi- 
dence of ill effects. On the other } 
hand, a certain percentage of 
the children may be nauseated 
and have a fever the first night; 
and in some adults there may 
be pains in the joints, rarely a 
transient rash may appear. 
These symptoms are, of course, 
uncomfortable and have fre- 
quently deterred people from 
having the injections given. On 
the other hand, scarlet fever is 
a dangerous disease, as it is 
sometimes complicated by in- 
volvement of the ears and oc- 
casionally, of the kidneys. How- 
ever uncomfortable these injec- 
tions may be, they are far less 
serious than the risk and danger 
of scarlet fever. For this reason, 
more and more children are be- 
ing 90 immunized by the family 
physician. Unforturately, com- 
munity programs have not been 
accorded the same enthusiastic 
reception as have the diphtheria 
programs, owing to the fact that

Most of us who travel and 
have registered at hotels have 
found in our rooms a copy of 
the Bible’ placed there by the 
“Gideons.” Now. word comes 
that Samuel E. Hill, age sixty- 
eight, one of the two traveling 
salesmen who was a co-founder 
of the Gideons—the Internation- 
al Christian Commercial Men’s 
Association—passed away at his 
home in .Beloit, Wis., Nov. 11, 
1936. Death was due to a heart 
attack. 

The other co-founder, John H. 
Nicholson, is still] living at the 
uge of seventy-seven. 

The two men, as traveling 
salesmen, met late one night un- 
der peculiar circumstances in 
the Central House, Boscobel, 
Wis. Hill had registered and had 
retired to his room. Later Nic- 
holson applied for a room, but 
was told all rooms had been tak- 


jen. The clerk suggested to Nic- 


holson that Hill might sbare his 
room with him; it was agreed. 
Before retiring, Nicholson took 
from his grip a Bible, with the 
statement to Hill that it was his 
custom to read from it each 
night. Hill responded: “I, too, 
am a Christian. Let’s have our 
devotions together.” They read: 
the 15th Chapter of the Gospel 
of St. John and knelt in prayer. 

Breakfasting together, they 
discussed the value of prayer 
and Bible reading, and deplored 
the absence of the Sacred Book 
in guests’ rooms of hotels. Some 
months later, on the invitation 
of Hill and Nicholson, several 
traveling men met, and the de- 
tails of a former organization 
resulted. 

Over 1,330,000 of the familiar 
Gideon Bibles have been placed 
in the guests’ rooms of many 
hotels and in penal institutions 
and hospitals of the world.
